In order to make the Fund a truly meaningfui and important part 
of QOWA Activities, the Fund must be enlarged significantly. aA Fund of only $25,000 will, at the 
present interest rates, provide sufficient incose to more than triple our present activity in this 
work, Accumuluting such a sum of money is a real challenge and, if carried through, will let QCHA 
increase its Scholarship Awards and make occasional grants-in-aid to worthy students. Eventually

LEO C, TOUNG, W3wy 


On January 16, 1981, .the amateur radio fraternity lost one 
of its pioneers with the passing of Leo C. Young, WW, 
whose earliest ventures into the wireless art taok slace in 
1905 when he was a boy of fourteen. He wasoneof the first 
employees of the Naval Research Laboratory im Washington, 
P.C., when it officially opened im 1923 and continued with 
the laboratory as 2 scientist until his retirement in i967. 
In 1922 WeWV was credited with develooment of radio equip~ 
ment used in detection af ships mavinagon the Potomac River, 
making the first use of what is now known ag CW Radar, ln 
1930 he supervised research experiments that produced che 
first detection of aircraft by reflection of radio signals, 
and in 1934, was responsibie for the research that led ito 
development of the first system uLilizing radio pulses for 
range determination of stationary & moving objects, provid- 
ina the groundwork for radar developments that profoundly 
affected the outcome of WH-I1. 


W3WY, in his work at BRL, also made significant pioneering 
contributions in radio communications, electronic identifi- 
calion systems and radio control of missiles that influenced 
U.S. advancements in these fields. He received the Presi- 
dential Certificate of Merit From President Truman, in 1946, 
the Stuart Ballantine Medal of the Franklin Institute in 
1657, and the Distinguished Civilian Service Award (this is 
the Navy's highest civilian award? in [998. 


Leo participated in exploration by radio amateurs af the 
high frequencies for worldwide communications in the early 
twenties, continuing as an active amateur until declining 
health curtailed on-the-air aperations during the past two 
years. He was a highly proficient CW operator and enjoyed 
contests. W3WV was a charter member af the Naval Reseerch 
Laboratory Amateur Radio Club and for many years arember of 
he Potomac Valley Radio Club, He was awarded che QCWA Sd- 
year Golé Certificate in 1966, 


He is survived by his wife, Mabel, end two sons, 
K3H4ZY, and Richard, W3PZw. \
